The meeting then went into a dis- 
cussion of what character of work 
should be undertaken, the board 
agreeing that it would recommend 
the appropriation of $100,000. 

Nolte, at a previous meeting, 
expressed the opinion that there 
would be no surplus and that, there- 
fore, -the city could not borrow to 
undertake public work as a relief 
for unemployment. Mayor Kiel had 
stated that he believed there would 
be a surplus of $1,100,000 and the 
committee adjourned to give Nolte 
opportunity to ascertain the prob- 
able fact. 

Previous Estimate Revised. 

In reaching today’s figure Nolte | 
revised a previous estimate of total 
revenue from $15,500,000 
711,000, an increase of $211,000. 
The sum already appropriated is 
$15,280,000. However, Nolte  fig- 
ured, supplementary appropriations 
for relief bills and other things | 
would reduce the 
600, but that reversions from some

His living | 
room, which is adorned with quota-| 
tions from the Koran, was until re- | 
centiy the harem of a prosperous lo~ | 
coal Turk. His bed is a modest iron) 
affair that might be found in any | 
American lodging house. 

The King eats the same coarse | 
food as his soldiers. The palace 
cooks and chefs were left in Athens. | 
Eeski-Shehir affords little that could 
be called iuxurious. The chief diet 
of the 60,000 inhabitants is coarse, | 
black bread and sour milk (“yout”). | 
This is not Constantine’s regimen, 
but often his meals have consisted 
only of the native Turkish bread, a | 
can of sardines and a fragment of) 
goat's cheese. There is no wine to, 
be had here. Tea, coffee and water 
are the universal beverages. 

When the King received the Asso- | 
jated Press correspondent, he apolo- | 
gized for the poor surroundings and) 
expreseed the hope that the reporter 
had found better accommodations. 

“I suppose we must expect some | 
discomforts and inconveniences in a 
country like Asia,” said Constantine 
indulgently, “but I wouldn't mind if 
only the houses were clean. This 
place wasn't ft for habitation when | 
I came here frst. But now after 
many days of sweeping, scrubbing 
and disinfecting, we've managed to 
make the rooms tolerably clean. 

“Since I came to Anatolia I think 
I've encountered every form of insect 
and bug that natural! history speaks 
of. My greatest desire is to get a 
rea) bath.” 

Apart from the rather severe lIiv- 
ing conditions that confront the 
King, he has few or no diversions. 
Iie seldom ventures outside the walls 
of his homely Turkish domicile. It 
probably would be unsafe to do so. 
Mixcept for officers of the army, he | 
has few or no visitors. His personal 
edmirers and the habitues of the | 
court, of course, remained in Athens. | 
The King passes much of his time 
perusing reports from his army and 
reading American and foreign books 
and newspapers. 

Being a_i soldier, .Constantine 
doesn’t seem to mind the lack of 
comforts and the little hardships he 
has to conterid with here. He ifs ex- 
sentially democratic and aimple in 
his tastes. It is thie democracy and | 
simplicity that have endeared him to | 
his soldiers. That is why they call | 
him “patera” <our father). The 
King’s health has not permitted him 
to take active command in the field. 
tte still has traces of his old pleura!
